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TURPIN  RESIGNS  AS  HEAD  FOOTBALL  COACH; 
BROWN,  LEDET  FINISH  SEASON  AS  CO-COACHES 


Under  direct  orders  from  his^ 
plnsician.  Coacli  Harry  Turpin 
liaiided  President  Kyser  liis  resig- 
nation as  Head  (loach  of  I'oot- 
hall  at  Northwestern  State  College 
on  Monday.  Octoher  22.  to  he- 
coine  effective  iininediatelv. 


He  will  conlimie  his  dnties  as 
j)irecl()r  of  Athletics  and  the 
coaching  duties,  for  the  remainder 
of  this  season,  will  be  under  the 
leadership  of  assistant  coaches 
Alvin  Brown  and  Waller  Ledet. 
acting   as  ro-coaehes. 

Turpin  has  been  a  niend)er  of 
the  coaching  staff  at  the  College 
since  1920.  He  joined  the  staff 
as  assistant  to  Coach  H.  Lee  Pra- 
ther  and  served  in  that  capacity 
until  lO.'il.  at  which  time  he  was 
named  Head  Foolhall  Coacli.  He 
received  his  foolhall  experience  at 
Northweslern  i  then  Louisiana 
State  Normal  C(dl«'gel  and  at  1  u- 
lane. 

The  resignation  of  Coach  Tur- 
pin terminated  one  of  the  longest 
periods  of  contininius  coaching  in 
college  fr>otl>all  at  the  same  insli- 
tution  in  the  entire  State.  He  is 
now    in    his    thirty-first    vear    and 


:  can  claim  30.6  years  of  uninter- 
rupted  college    football   coaching. 

During  his  tenure  as  head  coach 
at  N.S.C..  his  teams  have  played 
195  games  with  a  record  of  95 
wins.  89  losses,  and  1 1  ties  for  a 
.515  percentage.  His  most  out- 
standing achievement  was  made  in 
1939.  when  the  Demons  won  II 
games  against  no  losses,  and 
claimed  the  S.I. A. A.  champion- 
ship. This  was  tlie  first  and  oidv 
undefeated  and  untied  season  for 
a    Demon    football   team. 

In  195.3.  Turpin  was  named  as 
Culf  States  Conference  "Coach  of 
The  ^  ear."  the  last  year  the  De- 
mons defeated  Tech  at  the  State 
Fair,  and  the  team  suffered  onlv 
two  losses  during  the  season.  Ihis 
honor  was  a  well-deserved  one  as 
he  had  his  worst  seasons  the  two 
preceding  yearse  (1951  and  1952) 
when  the  record  of  games  won. 
lost,  and  tied  read  l-M-O  and  1-7-1. 
res|)ectivelv . 

A  greal  riinniuM  of  Turpin- 
coached  men  have  gone  into  the 
field  of  coaching.  There  are.  j>er- 
haps.  more  coaches  in  the  schools 
of    the    Slate    who    rt'ceived    their 


training  under  Turpin  than  there 
are  who  received  their  training 
under  any  other  head  coach  in  the 
area.  Many  of  these  have  coached 
state  cham|)ions  in  the  various 
classifications.  , 

Four  of  Turpin's  men  have  re- 1 
ceived  distinct  honors.  Two.  Wal- ; 
ter    Ledel     and     Parker    W  iggins. 
were    named     Little     All-America, 
wliile    Dudle)    Downing    and    Bob 
Tatum   were  named   All-N.I.A.A. 

Turpin  loved  football  and  has 
earned  the  gratitude  and  respect 
of  the  men  he  has  coached.  He 
said:  "I  haven't  missed  a  game 
in  over  thirtv  years.  They  have 
all  been  great  games  as  far  as 
I'm  concerned,  and  its  been  a 
wonderful  job  here.  I  certainly 
appreciate  the  cooperation  every- 
one has  shown  me  through  the 
years." 

Coach  Ledet  said  of  Turpin: 
"Ive  been  with  him  for  21  vears. 
as  a  player  and  as  an  assistant 
coach.  He  got  hold  of  me  when 
1  was  sixteen  years  old.  in  1935, 
and  in  1939  I  started  coaching 
under  him. 

"Coach  Turj)in  has  made  it  pos- 
sible for  a  lot  of  good  iiovs  to 
get  an  education  that  otherwise 
could  not  have  had  it.  Most  people 
don  t  realize  just  how  much  he 
has  meant  to  so  many  boys  that 
are  good  men  out  in  society." 

Coach  Brown  commented:  "He 
is  as  fine  a  gentleman  as  I  have 
ever  known.  If  I  had  had  a  son. 
I  don't  know  of  any  other  man  I 
would  rather  he  had  played  under 
than  Coach  Turpin.  He  has  that 
kind   of  principles."" 

In  addition  to  his  love  of  foot- 
ball. Coach  Turpin  has  demon- 
strated his  keen  interest  in  organi- 
zations which  aim  at  the  upbuild- 
ing and  development  of  the  Citv 
of  Natchitoches.  He  is  a  Rotarian. 
past-president  of  the  Clunnber  of 
Connnerce.  a  mendjer  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  N  a  t  c  h  i  - 
toches  Industries.  Inc..  and  an 
active  mendier  of  Natchitoches 
Shrine  Club.  ' 


Demon-Tech  Tilt 
Ends   In   Scoreless  Tie 

Plaving  on  a  wet.  slipperv  field 
in  the  annual  Louisiana  State  Fair 
game  in  Shreveport.  the  Demons 
of  N.S.C.  and  the  Bulldogs  of 
L.P.I,  battled  for  sixtv  minutes 
with  neither  side  being  able  to 
cross  the  opposition's  goal  strijje. 
the  game  ending  in  a  scoreless  tie. 

The  Demons,  eager  to  get  re- 
venge for  the  21-20  loss  of  last 
year,  had  high  hopes  of  being  able 
to  accom|)lish  their  desire  on  a  dr\ 
field.  The  rains  came  and  gave 
the  heavier  Tech  team  a  definite 
advantage,  but  the  Demons  staved 
off  everv  drive  the  Techsters  could 
muster,  at  the  same  time  failing; 
to  capitalize  on  the  opportunitv 
afforded  them  to  score  when  the\ 
had  penetrated  to  the  Tech  5-vard 
line    with    first    down    coming    up. 

Each  team  tried  a  field  goal, 
and  each  was  wide  of  the  mark. 
The  Bulldogs  nearest  approach  to 
the  Demon  goal  line  was  the  6-\  ard 
line. 

Steady,  hard  driving  o  n  t  h  e 
ground  was  the  feature  of  ]Aa\ 
by  both  teams.  Techs  longest  gain 
was  a  45-yard  pass  plav.  Bond  to 
Anderson.  The  Demons  countered 
with  a  59-yard  punt  return  bv 
Hoffpauir.  which  carried  from  the 
Demon  16  to  the  Tecli  25.  Henni- 
gan  broke  away  for  a  23-yard  pick- 
up, the  longest  plav  from  scrim- 
mage for  the  game.  Bankston  took 
a  pass  from  Hoffpauir  for  1  7 1 
vards  to  the  Tech  5.  but  the  threat 
faded  as  Glover  intercepted  a 
second-down  pass. 

The  game  was  remarkablv  free 
of  penalties,  there  being  onlv  twoi 
offsides  called,  both  of  which  were' 
against  the  Demons.  The  statistics 
of  ihe  game  were  in  favor  of  Tech. 
the  most  daniaging  of  which  was 
the  loss  of  three  fund)les  to  the 
Demons.
